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THX    RELATIONSHIP    OF   OUR   ALUMNI 
MEMBERS  TO  THE  FRATERNITY- 


Certainly  the  above  desideratum  is  of  a  very  insipid 
quality  and  the  chief  aim  of  this  contribution  is  to  try  and 
fan  the  few  flickering  embers  of  its  fitful  life  into  a  more  vital 
flame  for  the  interests  of  the  Alumni  themselves,  the  Chap- 
ter they  are,  or  should  be  energetically  identified  v^ith  and 
for  the  Fraternity  at  large. 

In  our  May  Journal  were  many  inspiring  references  to 
the  work  of  the  Conclave,  the  duties  of  the  Chapters,  and 
of  the  individual  brothers  all  however  worded  evidently 
with  the  predominating  idea  that  the  import  was  intended 
for  the  edification  of  the  active  members,  in  none  of  them  is 
the  great  benefits  to  be  gotten  from  the  interest  and  support 
of  the  Alumni  of  each  Chapter,  even  remotely  hinted  at.  not 
to  speak  of  its  not  being  dilated  upon,  as  on^  of  the  corner 
stones  of  the  Fraternity's  foundation,  its  position,  social, 
financial  or  otherwise,  and  the  paramount  structure  to  be 
depended  upon  in  the  many  trying  moments  of  any  Chap 
ter.  This  brushing  aside  of  the  Alumni  and  therefore  their 
hearty  interest  and  co-operation  which  is  unconsciously 
carried  out  in  the  various  contributions  to  the  Journal, 
seems  to  be  imitated  bv  the  local  Chapters  everywhere,  is 
evidenced  even  in  their  Journal  letters  when  they  speak  of 
the  loss  in  membership  by  the  graduation  of  some  of  the 
brothers,  they  treat  of  it  in  such  words  as  that  they  assume 
now  that  his  connection  with  that  particular  college  is  sev- 
ered, that  he  will  henceforth  cut  no  fisfure  in  their  colleoe 
career,  that  he  w^ill  have  no  further  interest  in  it.  nor  will 
the  Chapter  look  to  him  for  any  guidance  or  support  in  the 
future,  moral,  financial  or  otherwise,  herein  to  my  mind  lies 
the  present  greatest  v^eakness  of  the  Sigma  Phi  Rpsilon 
Fraternity. 

In  last  'Journal"  Brother  Howell  very  aptly  says,  in 
his  excellent  article,  ^^Our  fraternity  ideas  are  bounded  by  the 
limits  of  the  college  campus''  1  know  for  a  fact  some  of  the 
brothers  are  afflicted  with  this  narrow  range  of  ideas,  for 
them  there  is  no  world  beyond  their  local  college  surround- 
ings, with  its  attendant  functions,   hopes  and  disappoint- 
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merits,  they  do  not  seem  to  be  able  to  grasp  the  fact  that 
anything  can  be  done  by  or  for  the  fratern'ty  except  within 
the  boundaries  of  this  very  limited  range,  and  they  will  go 
to  extremes  sometimes  in  upholding  this  fatuous  and  un- 
progressive  doctrine.  Brother  Webster,  in  his  article  on 
''True  Fraternity  Spirit,"  says  "College  life  is  but  the  period 
of  preparation  for  the  duties  of  life  ^  but  a  goodly  number  ot 
our  brothers  suffer  from  the  delusion  that  college  life  is  the 
whole  thing,  and  that  there  is  not  much  of  account  outside 
of  it,  otherwise  we  would  have  more  of  this  after-college  lite 
treated  of  in  the  [ournal  and  Chapter  Letters. 

Brother  Webster,  in  his  vigorous  article,  further  says — 
'"The  strength  and  prominence  of  the  fraternity  depends  upon 
the  earnestness  of  purpose  and  hearty  co-operation  of  every  man 
in  the  fraternity.''''  This  is  an  excellent  aphorism,  but  1  know 
from  personal  experience  thatthe  active  members  of  a  Chap- 
ter either  do  not  want  the  co-operation  of  its  Alumni,  or 
else  they  do  not  know  how  to  secure  it  properly  even  though 
it  is  offered. 

The  Journal,  however,  appeals  to  every  member,  active 
or  Alumnus,  to  contribute  to  its  support,  and  every  one  of 
them  with  a  spark  of  fraternal  feeling,  would  do  so  but  in 
return  for  the  support  of  the  Alumni,  why  does  not  the 
Journal  devote  some  space  to  items  about  the  doing  of  the 
Alumni?  The  editor  very  creditabh^  gets  after  the  Chapters 
who  are  delinquent  v^ith  their  letters,  and  chastises  them 
with  the  *  big  stick,"  but  after  all,  the  Chapter  letter  is  of 
precious  little  interest  to  the  Alumnus  who  may  have  left 
the  college  a  couple  of  years  or  so  ago,  when  he  reads  that 
the  Chapter  he  was  once  connected  with,  has  pledged  two 
new  men,  elected  one  of  their  brothers  on  the  foot'ball  team, 
or  that  another  won  the  prize  for  the  best  essay,  and  so  on; 
still  he  is  expected  to  loyally  support  the  paper.  The  Jour- 
nal would  be  doubly  interesting  to  me,  as  one  of  its  sub- 
scribers, if  I  read  in  its  pages,  an  occasional  item  about  the 
brothers  w^ho  graduated  with  me ;  also  the  brothers  who 
have  graduated  from  time  to  time,  since  then;  why  should 
they  be  relegated  to  utter  oblivion  just  the  moment  they 
are  no  longer  actual  members  of  anj^  particular  Chapter  ? 
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I  cherish  very  highly  the  remembrance  of  my  comradeship 
with  the  brothers  1  attended  college  with,  and  I  protest 
as  emphatically  as  I  know  how  against  the  present  system 
of  utterly  disregarding  our  Alumni. 

The  housing  of  its  members  is  one  of  the  greatest,  if  not 
the  chief  problem  confronting  each  Chapter,  and  this  ques- 
tion is  being  constantly  harped  upon  in  the  various  Chap- 
ter letters.  Not  many  of  the  Chapters  will  ever  be  able  to 
accomplish  much  along  the  line,  if  they  depend  altogether 
on  the  resources  of  their  aclnal  members,  as  naturally  their 
available  finances  are,  in  most  cases,  bounded  by  the  extent 
of  their  parents  or  guardians' liberality,  and  they  are  sel- 
dom sufficiently  impressed  with  the  advantages  of  frater- 
nalism,  to  the  point  of  unloosing  the  purse  strings. to  enable 
their  protege  to  contribute  to  a  fund  intended  for  the  estab- 
lishment of  quarters  in  which  all  members  of  the  Chapter 
can  reside  under  the  same  roof. 

The  Alumni  could  be  of  great  financial  benefit  in  this 
respect,  as  they  go  out  in  the  world,  and  after  sometime  are 
financially  situated  so  that  donations  for  such  a  purpose 
would  be  of  comparatively  small  moment  to  them,  and  I 
believe  firmly  would  in  most  cases,  be  cheerfully  given,  if  a 
different  attitude  and  spirit  were  cultivated  towards  them 
by  the  active  members,  and  there  is  no  other  single  circum- 
stance that  will  redound  more  to  a  Chapter's  success  and  the 
proper  feeling  existing  between  its  members  than  this  mat- 
ter of  securing  permanent  headquarters  shall,  where  each 
brother  can  come  into  close  association  and  companionship 
with  each  other,  thus  engendering  the  much  to-be  desired 
fraternity  spirit  and  requisite  enthusiasm  necessary  for  the 
securing  of  best  results  and  the  placing  of  Chapter  life  on  a 
really  solid  basis  of  brotherhood  in  the  place  of  a  more  or 
less  hollow  imitation  of  that  very  desirable  commodity. 
It  may  be  stated  tnat  Beta  xMpha  Chapter  has  her  Alumni 
organized  with  the  avowed  objects  of  "(1  )  Mutual  welfare  of 
its  members  (2)  To  further  the  interests  of  the  active  Chapter, 
(3)  Social  benefits  of  the  members  of  the  Association y 

I  understand  from  Brother  Phillips,   of  Alpha,   that  no 
other  Chapter  has  an  Alumni  Association  so  far  as  he  is 
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aware.  This  is  really  deplorable,  and  each  Chapter  ought 
to  take  some  steps  to  bring  about  such  a  happy  consumma- 
tion, and  if  none  of  the  actual  Alumni  brothers  feel  disposed 
to  take  the  matter  up,  some  of  the  active  members  nearest 
to  graduation  should  make  the  preliminary  arrangements 
for  the  formation  of  an  Association  before  thev  disband  on 
completion  of  their  courses,  and  then  help  along  the  good 
work  for  themselves,  their  Chapter  and  for  our  ow^n  Sigma 
Phi  Epsllon  wherever  she  may  be  represented.

From  the  Greek  Press  of  "The  Rainbow  of  Delta  Tau  Del- 
ta''' v^e  bring  the  following  article  as  expressing  very  forci- 
bly our  ideas  with  regard  to  the  selection  of  men  : 

*'Too  often  an  active  chapter  is  prone  to  limit  its  rushing 
activity  to  the  first  few  weeks  of  the  college  semester  and  to 
rest  satisfied  with  the  men  it  secures  at  that  time.  This  is 
one  of  the  greatest  mistakes  that  can  be  made.  Some  of 
the  best  of  fraternity  material  does  not  attract  attention 
until  later  in  the  college  year,  and  often  the  very  best  men 
are  overlooked  by  the  fraternities  until  their  upper  class 
years. 

"The  alert  chapter  will  place  no  limit  on  its  rushing  sea- 
son and  will  always  be  on  the  lookout  for  good  men.  One 
of  the  best  expressions  along  this  line  we  have  ever  heard  is 
a  part  of  a  speech  by  Benjamin  Ide  Wheeler,  President  of 
the  University  of  California.  As  this  is  a  very  timely  sub- 
ject at  present  we  reproduce  herewith  the  extract  in  ques 
tion: 

*'It  is  not  a  very  safe  thing  to  choose  your  freshmen  ac- 
cording to  their  neckties.  They  will  come  in  with  some 
beautiful  specimens.  Father  and  mother  wanted  them 
when  they  went  to  college  to  get  the  best  there  was,  and 
they  went  to  the  country  store  and  bought  the  brightest 
offered.  But  after  they  have  been  in  college  a  little  while, 
they  will  come  out  with  the  normal  rituai  of  necktie.  Don't 
choose  your  freshmen  according  to  their  neckties. 

"It  is  one  of  the  weaknesses  of  the  fraternity  system,  as 
I  have  seen  it  in  operation  in  different  colleges,  but  it  doesn't 
recognize  and  take  in  enough  men  after  junior  year.  Some 
of  the  strongest  men  develop  in  the  last  two  years  in  col 
lege,  and  living  in  your  ruts  as  you  do  in  your  fraternity 
houses  and  getting  inured  to  each  other  and  getting  to  think 
you  are  so  fine  prevents  you  from  being  able  to  get  ti-at 
unanimous  vote  you  need  for  that  man  in  the  junior  year 
who  has  shown  himself  a  strong  man  Somebody  has  no- 
ticed idiosyncrasies  of  his  that  he  can't  quite  stomach  and 
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he  votes  against  him.  You  want  to  take  in  some  men  as 
the  college  course  goes  on.  If  you  haven't  been  doing  itj  do 
it.  You  will  get  your  strongest  men  that  way  I  don't 
know  but  that  you  will  almost  every  time.  An  opportunity 
is  afforded  by  the  experience  of  two  years  in  college.  You 
w^ill  all,  too  often,  choose  your  freshmen  according  to  con- 
sideration of  previous  knowledge,  social  standing,  and  out- 
ward appearance  and  you  are  bound  to  make  some  mis- 
takes. But  you  will  not  make  mistakes  with  the  men  you 
take  in  at  the  end  of  the  sophomore  year." 


Kditor  Rogers,  in  an  editorial  on    the    Delta  Tau  Delta 

Karnea.  expresses  an  opinion  that  is  timely  for  Sigma  Phi 
Epsilom  since  we  may  as  well  begin  to  plan  for  the  next 
Conclave.    He  says  : 

"No  matter  how  enthusiastic  and  loyal  a  man's  service 
for  his  Fraternity  may  have  been  nor  how  sincere  aad  abid- 
ing his  love,  alter  a  Karnea  experience  he  will  be  a  still  bet- 
ter Delt  His  knowledge  of  the  Fraternity,  her  works  andi 
aims,  should  be  a  wider  one  and  his  pride  in  her  and  his.
